The beet comes 
next, with an output of 6.384 pounds 
of digestible substances to the acre, 
taking $41 worth of m aterial out of 
the soil, and y ielding a c le a r balance 
og $112. 
Third in order is corn, which 
produces 
4,562 pounds of digestible 
substances, consum ing 
$17 worth of 
m aterial, and giving a balance on the 
credit side of $108 for the acre.

plants— the 
best 
w orkers for man. T he potato is fourth 
on the list. 
T aking $4 w orth of m a­ 
terial out of the soil for each acre 
planted. it y ields 4,449 pounds of di­ 
gestible substances (nearly alls tarch), 
and show s a balance of $72 on the 
cr« *lit side. 
Rice gives 2.254 pounds, 
taking $5 worth from the land, and al­ 
lows a balance of $45. 
Peas produce 1,864 pounds, 
draw ­ 
ing on the bank to the e xte nt of $2. 
and give the farm er a clear $40 to the 
acre. 
C arrots y ield 4,19 8 pounds, with 
an expenditure of $17 w orth of plant 
food, and show a margin of $61 to the 
good. 
Ry e affords an output of 1,824 ! 
pounds of nutrients at a cost of $10 ! 
to the soil and furnishes a profit of 
$26.

One of Jo hn Brown's Kansas spies 
is living a qu iet life in the hills of 
Palos to wnship, Cook cou nty, Illinois. 
The name of this man Is Jo hn Irvine. 
He is now hale and hearty at seventy- 
five years of age, and teils some of the 
doings of the Free Soilers and pro slav­ 
ers away back fifty-five years ago as 
if they were events of yesterday. 
Irvine was one of the men to a n­ 
swer the call w'hen the hero of Osa- 
watomie spo ke to a crowd qf Free 
Soilers and said: “All you men who 
are good at sho o tin’ with ritles, step 
ou t.” 
His greatest service was that of a 
pony scou t in making trips between 
Lawrence and Westport, Mo., at the!

“Ninety per cent of the labo rers on 
the plantatio ns and hi the mines of 
Cu ba are 
Spaniards,”

Vandyke, su perintendent of one of the 
largest iron wo rks in Santiago, at the 
New Ebbitt. 
‘They make good work­ 
men, far better than the natives of 
Cu ba. 
In fact, the Cu bans will not 
work as labo rers. 
They are all right

The Spaniards have

o ther 
nationalities. 
The 
wages paid are based on an average of 
a dollar a day, bu t many make as high 
as two dollars doing ‘task ’ work. 
"Cu ba is rich in minerals, bu t the 
development of the islands is retard ­ 
ed by the continu ed u nrest, du e to the 
fear that at any time, as in any iAtin 
cou ntry, there may be a revolu tion. 
I do n’t mean to say that there is an.v 
reason to think a revolu tion Is immi­ 
nent In Cu ba. 
That wou ld not be co r­ 
rect, bu t there is always the appre­ 
hension that some time there may be 
an u prising. 
"I have given no attentio n to politics 
n Cu ba. That is a ou estion that do esn’t 
? ppear to concern many 
Americans. 
There i3 no dou bt, I thitik, th at if it 
were not fo r the u nsettled political 
conditions of Cu ba, American capital 
wou ld feel safer in investing there, 
and there wou ld be many mo re Amer­ 
icans there. 
At th b time I do not 
believe there are any more Americans 
in Cu ba than there were a few years 
ago, altho u gh the o ppo rtu nities for 
making money in su gar plantatio ns 
and in o ther lines are many.”

A Rifts Shot Rang Ou t in the Air. 


*.vas known as the Ohio party, a body 
of abo u t seventy-five determined men 
to represent the Bu ckeye state, ju st as 
o ther co mpanies had left o ther states, 
many of them from the far east, to 
fight against slavery on the prairies ol 
Kansas. 
The Ohio party in April, 18 56, went 
bv rail to Lou isville, and thence to St. 
a 
Lou is by the steambo at Alva Adams. 
There they reshippea, taking the Polar 
Star on the Mississippi, and steamed 
u p 
the 
Missou ri 
to 
Kansas 
City, 
thence o verland to Lawrence, which 
was one of the Free Soil towns of the 
border war days. 
It w asn’t long u ntil Irvine had a 
speaking acqu aintance with the man 
who two years alter planned and sta rt­ 
ed to carry ou t one of the nerviest, if 
the mo st foolish, u ndertakings in the 
histo ry of the war, with which the 
Bu ckeye follower had no sympathy, 
however mu ch he helped to back him 
u p in Kansas. 
This man probably cou ld teii, were 
he so minded, who it was who fired 
an histo ric shot at Lawrence. 
One 
Sam Jo nes, an avowed pro-slaver, had 
come u p from Missou ri to make some 
arrests. 
Jo nes had gone into a tent 
at night and while there he cast his 
own shadow on the wall of the tent. 
It was then that a rltle shot rang ou t 
in the night air and Jo nes measu red 
his length on the grou nd u nder the 
canvas. 
Jo nes was not killed, bu t the 
incident served to greatly excite the 
two parties, each bent on beating the 
other. 
Jo nes and his followers had 
no tro u ble in getting assistance from 
the United States cavalry qu artered 
in that region. 
Many of the soldiers 
openly sympathized with the pro siav- 
ery crowd and aided the latter in car­ 
rying ou t their plans 
When Irvine was asked where he 
was mo st of the time u p to the day 
when Brown left Kansas and started 
sou th to free the slaves, he said that 
he was in the saddle. 
He was In 
most (M the skirmishes 
and 
bu sh­ 
whacking episodes of the Kansas bor­ 
der war. 
One of the Ohio party es­ 
caped being hanged after The rope had 
been drawn u p two or three times. 
Irvine saw the bu rning of the Free 
Soil hotel In Lawrence and he s*?w 
from his saddle the advance of 2,700 
M issou rians who had invaded the ter­ 
ritory for the pu rpose of ru nning ou t 
the Free Soilers. 
The advance of the 
invaders cou ld be seen 
from 
Law­ 
rence, making their way ou t of F rank­ 
lin, a small village to the east. 
Some 
of the o ncoming hosts were horseback, 
so me a fo o t, a nd who 
later were a t­ 
ta cked by J o hn Bro wn a nd a ema il 
bo dy o f bushwha ckers who went o ut 
to giv e the sla v ery cro wd ba ttle. 
Irv ine sa y s tha t he did no t see the 
fight 
a t 
Osa wa to mie, but he knew 
Co o k a nd ma ny o f the o thers who 
were with Bro wn a t Ha rper’* ferry .

get as much as he had expected, and 
that

finally made them “come 
across’’ b y a threat of exposure. 
A 
letter alleged to hav e b een written b y 
McGowan, who is the son of a well- 
to-do Canadian b usiness man, was read 
b efore the committee in support of 
Burns’s 
charges. 
Detectiv e 
Burns 
promised he would supply ev idence 
through other witnesses, his assist­ 
ants, 
who 
went 
to 
Toronto 
and 
“trapped" McGow an, that the Canadian 
admitted he had testified falsely. 
Burns and Judge Hanecy, Lorimer’s 
counsel, repeatedly clashed and onco 
or twice it looked as if they would 
resort to b lows. 
Both were reb uked 
b y the committee. 
“If you don’t stop this line of ques­ 
tioning, I will," Burns 
shouted to 
Chairman Dillingham, at the same 
time glaring at Lorimer’* lawyer. Sen­ 
ator Luke Lea of Tennessee accused 
Judge Hanecy of b eing unfair, and 
Hanecy resented it. 
Senator Fletcher 
hotly sided with the Lorimer attorney, 
and then Fletcher and Lea had a sharp 
controv ersy. 
McGowan got into the Lorimer case 
in a remarkab le way. 
One Burgess, 
a witness introduced b y counsel for 
the Lorimer committee, testified that 
while trav eling on the Winnipeg flyer 
from Duluth to Virginia City, Minn., 
he heard C. F, Weihe, a b rother-in-law’ 
of Edward Hines, 
the lumb er mer­ 
chant. who has figured in the case as 
the man who is alleged to hav e raised 
$100,000 to “put Lorimer across." b oast 
that he had contrib uted $ 1 0 , 0 0 0 to this 
fund. 
Burgess testified that among 
the other passengers on the train who 
heard the conv ersation was a young 
Canadian, name unknown, who w*as 
journeying to Canada. 
Later the Lorimer people, realizing 
that this testimony was perhaps v ital 
as tending to corrob orate other state­ 
ments that the Hines fund of $100,000 
really had existed, sought out and pro­ 
duced this unidentified Canadian in 
the person of young McGowan. 
McGowan denied that the conv ersa­ 
tion in the smoking compartment of 
the Winnipeg flyer to which Burgess 
had testified, had occurred . Then the 
anti-Lorimer people started after Mc­ 
Gowan. First the counsel for the com­ 
mittee hired the Burns agency, b ut

I not be avoided and the interurban car 
being the higher, cut over the floor 
j line of the streetcar and caught the 
i motorman and severely injured him, 
| 
As the case would have been hard 
j to bring within any of the existing 
I statutes regarding the duties of mas- 
j ters to servants, suit was brought on 
the common law liability and the lower 
court held the complaint good and the 
action well founded 
The supreme court holds that the 
trial court erred in holding the com­ 
plaint good at common law for the rea­ 
son that it does not allege the vio’a 
tions of the duties of the master, hut 
shows that the injury was the result 
of the failure of a fellow-servant to 
perform his duties. 
In regard to the 
common law' liability the court says: 
“ W hile an employer is bound to ex­ 
ercise ordinary care to furnish a satej 
place to work and to exercise ordinary 
care to keep it in that condition, he is 
not liable to his employe for the neg­ 
ligence of his co-employes in respect 
to the details of the work, nor is he 
bound to protect his employes against 
the mere transitory perils that the ex­ 
ecution of the work occasions, nor is 
he liable merely because a fellow-em- 
pioye negligently handles or uses ap 
plianees or tools or negligently fails to 
use the same or negligently operates 
machinery or a car or cars in such a 
way as to occasion injury to other em­ 
ployes.M 
The court also holds that the com 
plaint fails to show that Matthews did 
not assume the risk of the accident 
as it is set out in the complaint.
